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DETAILED ACTION 

An amendment of 1/9/01 amended claims 14-17, 21-24 and 27, 
Claims 28-30 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 

37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being 
5 no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the 

restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 7/13/06. 
Claims examined on the merits are 14-27. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in 
this action can be found in a prior Office action. 
10 Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 14-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as- the 
invention. 

15 Claim 1 and claims dependent thereon are unclear by claim 14 

reciting ''screeing compounds for biological activity and/or toxicity" 
since it is unclear how both activity and toxicity can be screened at 
the same time by reciting ''and/or''. Claim 14 is further unclear as to 
where the compound is added to the apparatus as required in line 2, 

20 and the steps of the claim do not require adding the compound and then 
screening for activity and/or toxicity. Merely adding a compound to 
the apparatus will not screen as required in the preamble. 

Claim 27 is unclear for the same type of reasons as claim 14. A 
microarray is not required in the steps of exposing the cells, and the 
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steps of exposing the cells do not require steps of exposing the cells 
to a compound and then screening as required in the preamble.
